Articles of incorporation for the 
"Pleasant Prairie Milk Company" were 
filed'at Madison. The company will have 
its central offices at the village of 
Pleasant Prairie and the capital stock 
ifl placed at $1,500. The incorporators 
■are: John Clausen. Emmet Shields 
Frank Holt, Harding Crow and Anton 
Swanson. The company will engage in 
the manufacture of butter, cheese and 
other milk and cream products.

Ford has announced that any employes 
of the Ford Motor company who are 
members of the Michigan National 
Guard will not only not receive pay 
while absent, but will forfeit their jobs 
as well. 

Any Ford enriployes who intend to 
enlist in the guard likewise will re* 
linquish their places. It was said. At 
the ofRces of Mr, Ford' mformation as 
to how many militinmen were included 
in his 20,000 employes were refused. . 

"We would be sorry to see any of our 
men resign to enlist in the guard," one 
of Mr. Ford's asaociateB snid, but both 
recruits and state militinmen will be 
treated alike— as though they quit the 
plant to engage in other lines of bus!- 
ncBB.

HUNTER BOAT CO. 

HAS $35,000 FIRE 

ATMcHENRY 

Damage to the extent of at least 
$35,000 was done to the Hunter boat 
works Monday morning at 4 o'clock 
when fire for a time threatened to de- 
stroy the entire plant. Only the per- 
sistent work of the villoge fire depart- 
ment and outsiders prevented the com- 
plete destruction of this, the village's 
chief industry. 

The loss is- obout half covered by in- 
surance, but Everett Hunter, president, 
said that as soon as the fire loss is ad- 
justed, they will start work rebuilding 
the factory. 

The fire is of unknown origin. A 
man driving along the west bank of 
Fox River looked across, to the east 
side, where at the end of the bridge the 
factory is located. He sow flames in a 
boat which rested in the water under- 
neath the boat house which extended 
over thejwater. He thought little of it 
just then but a tew minutes later he 
saw the entire building in flames and be 
aroused the town. Then began a fight 
to save, the wooden buildings which 
contianed much material that would 
b.urn easily, such as dry wood, etc. It 
was not until just about half the plant 
had been burned that the flames were 
finally checked. 

Mr. Hunter stated that, about 45 
boats ware destroyed. Their capacity 
has been one boat every seven hours 
and a large force has been maintained 
right along, this especially being their 
busy season. 

How the fire started at that time of 
day in a boat which. rested in the water 
is hard tofigure out. There Is a feel- 
ing that somebody may have been bent 
on destroying somebody's boat and 
took that means of doing.it. * The re- 
sult may have been more disastrous 
than whoever might have had such a 
motive, had expected.^

, R. B. Swift of Libertyville has this 
to sav of cooperative selling of milk: 

The position of the Milk Producers 
association in the price setting for the 
winter period is being considered by 
thoughtful members of the association. 
The price setting time is less than three 
months away. 

At the time of agreeing with the 
leading distributors -for the summer 
price it was understood that if the as- 
sociation and the distributors could not 
acree for a winter price the motter 
would be left for arbitration. 

It is a question whether the distrib- 
utors will not feel, that they are justifi- 
ed in ignoring this agreement because 
of the move , for a marketing company 
just authorized by the association. 
This. marketing-company strikes at the 
very vitals of the distributors' business 
and makes arbitration useless. 

There are many members of the Milk 
Producers* association that will not 
take stock in a marketing company. 
They feel that the exceeding haste to 
launch such a company- -means ^at the 
association will be divided into two 
function and neither will be strong 
enough to compel recognition. It is 
felt that the marketing company was 
worthy of thought and special consider- 
tion and thaC exoerts should have been 
consulted and fundamental essentials 
of cooperative companies embodied. 
No one would think of building a base- 
ment of concrete without ce- 
ment and it is just as foolish to think 
of building a cooperative marketing 
company that will be successful with 
out incorporating the essentiole as it is 
to think of making a concrete founda- 
tions without followmg the known 
methods of mixing the ingredients. 

The third national conference on mar- 
keting was held on Nov. 2-30, and Dec. 
1-2, 1915. Many men attended noted 
throughout the world. It was asked 
"What, who and why was this confer- 
ences, why a third one." The answer 
was that marketing was the great 
waste of today and its elimination was 
worthy of tho best thought of all men 
should be heard. We have undertaken 
a marketing company and when I under 
took to question and urge consideration 
I was voted down by overwhelming 
vote in the board of directors of the 
Milk Producers' association. It is felt 
that the way is easy, we are now so 
enthused, \ to sell members of the as- 
sociation stock' and get hold of a large 

amount of cash. I protest against this 
subversion of the association we have 
fought so hard to make valuable and I 
would warn all makers of milk to be- 
ware of any marketing projects unless 
they are organized on strictly coopera- 
tive principles and governed by con- 
stitutions that will protect their stock- 
holders.

Eighteen of the men enlisted in C 
Battery, at their earnest solicitation, 
were permitted to resign just before 
the command was mustered into the 
federal service. 

Among, the former national guards- 
men who returned to Chicago yesterday 
instead of waV/' ;g for marching orders 
to - the front \|j.ire Hopewell Rogers, 
Newton Perry, A Volney Foster, Ed- 
ward W. Ellis. Lawrence Howe, Mar- 
tvn Johnson, /Joseph Husband and 
Louis Serverna. 

Twelve of the eighteen men who fell 
out of line when the' muster roll was 
called plead marriage as an excuse, but 
twenty-aix married men, including John 
Matz, who was married only last Sat- 
urday night, stood pot. 

Martyn Johnson was retired' because 
he hadjust started the publication of 
"The Trimmed Lamp." and his busineaa 
affairs would be wrecked if he were 
compelled to go into the army. 

Victor F.Lawaon. publisher of the 
Daily News,- -wrote "a letter askih^g that 
Hopewell Rogers be excused that he 
might return to his duties with the 
newspaper./ Glen L; Haskell has sick- 
ness in hia family. 

Edward F. Ellis was married only 
two weeks ago. 

Howe was first sergeant of tlie bat- 
tery, Haskel stable sergeant and Rogers 
a corporal. 

The action of the officers of the bat- 
tery in permitting those that did not 
wish to go to the front to resign made 
it unnecessary for anybody to refuse 
the muster. 

Members of the battery themselves 
were not backward in declaring their 
dissatisfaction that resignations were 
so freely accepted. ' One of the artil- 
lery men said: 

Every man in Battery C or in the 
entire National Guard has ties of some 
kind binding him to his home. Twen^ 
ty-aix of the battery men who went 
into federal service have wives and 
many have children. The business af- 
fairs of every one of us will suffer 
while we are gone. There are many 
men in the little army that Illinois is 
sending out to war who are, just as 
necessary to their firms, their businpss 
associates or their families as any of 
the men who turned back at the su- 
preme test. 

1 don't want to judge any men. We 
must all of us act according to the dic- 
tates of our own conscience, but t have 
simply to say that there is not a man 
going to the front that couldn't have 
brought forward plenty of excuses had 
he wanted to evade service.

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PRUIT PEDDLER IS 
BITTEN BY 

TARANTULA 

Abe Sachs, a fruit peddler living on 
South County street in the rear of the 
Majestic theater, Waukegan, lies in a 
very critical condition at his home as 
the result of having been bitten Satur- 
day afternoon by a tarantula, the bite 
of which is regarded as far more deadly 
than the virus of a rattle snake. Sach'a 
entire left arm is infected with the 
poison and his physician is exerting 
every effort to check it from spreading 
through his entire system. 

Sachs was pedling bananas at North 
Chicago at the time he was bitten. He 
had just cut off a bunrh of the fruit 
when the tarantula which had been 
hiding inside the bunch sprang forth, 
landing on Sachs' hand. A second 
later the fangs had injected the virile 
poison in the index finger of the victim 
The next second the mammoth spider- 
like reptile had leaped to the ground 

The victim recognized the reptile. and 
understood at once the seriousness of 
the tiny wound in his finger. Fright 
caused him to faint dead away and he 
dropped to the road. Several minutes 
later some women in the neighborhood 
came to his rescue and assisted him 
into a nearby house, administering 
stimulants. 

Dr. Kalowsky of Waukegan was sum- 
moned and raced to the side of the 
victim. The wound was cauterized and 
anti-toxin was adminiatered. 

Deapite this fact the poison had 
spread all through the victim's arm by 
Sunday and that member was swollen 
to an abnormal size and was red from 
the poidon. • Drr -Kalowsky asserted 
that everything possible is being done 
for the victim and that he hopes to be 
able to check the spread of the poison. 
' A "number of tarantulas have been 
captured in and near Waukegan during 
the last few years, but this is the first 
time, so far as known, that one of the 
deadly little feptiies-'evef had ' bitten 
anyone there.

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ALONG tho flooded banks of tho 
Tigris river tho English cam- 
paign In Mesopotamia Is still 
being waged. It has brought 
Into tho limelight this great water 
course of wcstoni Asia which has al- 
most as many historical nssoclatlona 
us tho Kuphrates, which flowed 
through the Garden of Eden. A bul- 
letin Issued by tho National Geo- 
graphic society gives nn interesting 
account of this hlgh^vay of ancient civ- 
ilization, which seems to have assumed 
once more the role of history maker. 

Tho great Tigris, upon whose banks 
there flourished tho magnificent city of 
I-ngash and the great Babylonian em- 
pire more than threo thousand years 
before the Christian era. today has 
fallen to such lowly estate that even 
tho Turks and Arahs, whom it sus- 
tains, scorn to do it honor. Almost 
contemptuously they have given it tho 
sobriquet, "tho cheap cameleer," be- 
causo it is used by tho natives of its 
upper reaches to bring down rafts or 
koleks from Blarhoklr to Bagdad, 
where tlio wood is sold while tho in- 
flated skins used as floats arc dcflnted. 
On its turbid course ■through Meso- 
potamia, tho Tigris, which is tra- 
versed by small boats for a distance 
nearly four times as great as tho nav- 
igable reaches of tho Hudson river, 
flows past many ruins which hnvo 
proved an almost Inexhaustiblo mino 
of Information for archeologlsts. Op- 
posite Mosul, from which we havo de- 
rived the word muslin, applied to tho 
fabric first imported into Europe from 
this town in tho twelfth century, thoro 
aro to ho found the extensive remains 
of what was once haughty Nineveh, 
ever associated In the popular mind 
with tho Biblical account of Jonah, tho 
great Osh^and tho gourd vine. 

Ruins of Once Mighty Assur. 
Sixty miles down the river from Ni- 
neveh, \tliich was tho last capital of 
Assyria, there squats tho mean little 
Arab village of Kal'at-Shergat, on tho 
buried ruins of Assur, tho first great 
city of tho Assyrian empire. It was, 
In honor of their god Assur that, higli 
priests founded tho city of tho samo 
name. These priestly builders and ad- 
ministrators were at first under tho 
suzerainty of Babylonia, hut when that 
empire fell into decay they succeeded 
In establishing themselves as Inde- 
pendent kings, founding a dynasty 
which hold ruthless sway over this 
section of the world for centuries. 

Another historic place on the banks 
pf tho Tlgiis Is Nimrud. which legend 
tells us was liuiit by tho Biblical hero 
who in addition to being a mighty 
hunter is credited with having been 
the projector of tho Tower of Babel, 
and also with having cast Abraham In- 
to tho firo because tho father of tho 
Israelites refused to worship idols. 

Not long ago B.ritlah soldiers wero 
contending with tho Turks In tho en- 
virons of tho ancient capital of tho 
Bnrthian kings. Ctcsiphon, a few milea 
south of Bagdad. Hero ono finds the 
ruins of the great palace known ns 
"tho throne of Khosrau," tho most re* 
markablo example of aassanian archi- 
tecture extant. 

Tho Tigris has two main sources In 
the Taurus mountains, at nn elevation 
of 5,000 feet. Tho headwaters of tho 
western branch are only two or threo 
rallea from ono of the sources of tho 
Euphrates. After tho two branches 
Join tho river flows In a southeasterly 
direction for SOO miles until It unltoa 
with tho Euplirates 70 miles above tho 
Persian gulf, and forms the Shatt-el- 
Aiab. Tlio two principal tov/ns on 
this waterway of ancient glory are 
Bagdad and Basra. 

Diarbekir Once Was Rich. 

DIarbekir, situated on tho upper 
TlEris, bus an ImprcsRlvo situation. 
Built upon a basaltic lahlo land, sur- 
rounded by walls constructed of basal- 
tic rock, tho city overiooks a broad 
bond of tho Tigris, which flows by its 
eastern side. Beneath tho walls of tho 
city and within tho bend of tho river 
lli*s a plain covered with vegetation of 
every shndo of green that tlio East 
can produce. 

Few cities of tho earth havo under- 
gone greater vicissitudes than DIarbe- 
kir. Roman and Persian, Armenian 
and Parthian, Arab and Turk have dis- 
puted Its possession. In ono of Its 
many changes alono. more than 80,000 
of Its people wore put to the sword. So 
heavy has been the toll that war has 
levied upon It that where once it was 
lurgor than tho capital of tho United 
States, today less than 40,000 people 
dwell there. 

Tho city is rich In remnants of Its 
formor greatness. Old Jacobite, Greok 
and Armonian churches raise their 
spires to heaven along with the mina- 
rets of a hoflt of Mohammedan 
mosques. 

Silk L-alsing Ih d principal industry, 



and tho Bheavoa that tho Inhabitants 
bring In thero are sheaves of mulberry 
leaves whicU servo as fodder for the 
hungry silkworm. Lettuce is a favor- 
ite nrtlclo of diet, and tho Turks eat It 
all day long. . 

Strange Craft on the Tigris. 

Strangest of all the kinds of float- 
ing equipment Is tho Uolek, seen on 
the 'Tigris. The kelek is probably ono 
of tho earlleat forms of water traus- 
portation used by our ancestors In' 
Asia. It consists of goatskins inflated 
with air, tied honeath a framework of 
light poles. Often as many as 800 such 
skins are used to glvo tho boat tho 
desired buoyancy. 

The cargo is loaded onto tho kolok 
Just as though It wore n flat-bottomed 
Ijarge, after which tho craft begins its 
Journey down tho Tigris or tho Eu- 
phrates propelled or ijuidpd by oars. 
When It reaches Its Journey's cud It Is 
broken up. and sold as skins alid tim- 
ber. 

The two great rivers of Mesopo- 
tamia are very crooked and very Irreg- 
ular in their depths. Tho airline dis- 
tance between DIarbekir and Bagdad 
is 400 miles, wldle tho water routo via 
the Tigris- is about 1,000 miles. At 
many places tho river Is deep enough 
to accommodate boats of conslderahio 
draft, but at others It Is so shallow 
tlmt a man has difllculty in swimming. 
But oven over shallows whero a man 
cannot go as a swimmer, a well-laden 
kolek win float without accident. For 
thousands of years this buoyant boat 
has helped tho people of Mesopotamia 
to move their commerco over tho 
shoals and shallows of two of tho 
earth's moodiest rivers. 
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Surprisingly Ungracious.

MAN MUST PAY IN THE END 

Social Law Exacts Living Wage From 

Communities After All — Condi- 

tiona in New York. 

It has been estimated by social sci- 
entists that $8-10 a year is tlio lov.'ost 
Income on which a family of five can 
llvo In decency In New York. Tho 
wages paid by New York city to labor- 
ers is $480 a year. This Is $300 below 
tho mark. But Is it 5^00 saved? It 
l3 not, declares Detroit Free Press. 
Thero Is a law, a natural social law, 
that when society refuses to pay tho 
prico of decency and jusLIco, it pays 
tho price of^indecency and injustice — 
and tho latter Is tho heavier price. 

Take tho caso of New York. Tho 
worker who earns ?360 less than a liv- 
ing wage still lives, but ho takes tho 
difTorcncc — and more — out of tho com- 
munity. When his children are sick 
tho public doctor attends thom. Whan 
tho child Is Injured, a public hospital 
cares for It at public expenso. When 
work is not to he had public funds buy 
tlio family its bread and fuel. 

When tho moral fruits of such a llfo 
manifest themselves In crime, society 
pays the policeman and supports tho 
penitentiary by which legal e.\pIatIon 
Is made. And when tho wretched 
parents die, society^ pays for tho fu- 
nerals and supports the orphans. This 
la not to mention tho moral and physi- 
cal menace to tho community which 
such an uncared-for family may bo- 
come. 

Count theso public "charities" and It 
becomes clear that tho $360 which New 
York saves on each of the laborers Is 
taken out of New York city's treasury 
and orderlinesB and health — and more, 
too. 

Laws of society nro llko any other 
laws of the material universe; they oro 
Inviolable. Society cannot break them, 
hut society can brulso Itself against 
them. And that is what society has 
been -doing. With this consolation, 
howovcr, that every bruiso society in- 
flicts upon itself awakens its Intelll- 
gcnco and coucern In that particular 
direction.

CornwalUs Heard Too Late. 
CornwalUfl hoard of Wnshlngton^s 
approach, hnt too late to escape. He 
hegnn to Intrench nt Yorktown nnd 
notified Clinton of his predicament. 
I.nfuyette. with his little force took 
station at Wllllumshurg. only 1- 
ndles away, nnd watched every move 
tlio British nin.le. Wllllamshurg was 
a rebellions town, and at that time 
capltnl of Virginia. It was there 
that Patrick Henry made bis famous 
speech In the bousn of burgesses In 
March, 1775. when ho said: 
■ "There Is no rotrent hut In snhmls- 
plon nnd slavery. Our chains nro 
forged; their clanking may bo heard 
on the plains of B(tston. ... 1 
know not whnt course others, may 
tnkp. but as for mo. give mc liberty 
or give me death." 

Cornwnllls liad 7.000 snldlers nnd 
3 000 tonmstors and others. The 
French lloet under Admlrnl do Grasse 
bad snlled fo> tho American coast, 
and the British ficet was forced to 
take station to cover New \ork. 
where ft wns believed the French 
would strike. The two fleets met In 
battle and September 11. while the 
American army .was nt Annapolis, tho

Ing on Washington's campaign, for It 
prevented Clinton from sonillng ro- 
enforcenients to Cornwnllls. 

Cornwnllls now saw tho net drawing 
arouiiil Idin. He sent messenger after 
messenger calling for more troops. 
None came. He was hemmed In. Tlie 
French licet blockaded the mouth of 
York river, nnd September 23 tho 
French nnd American army marched 
out from 
around tho 
In that day 
00 liouses. 

The French troops occupied half the 
lines and tho Americans the other 
half. They began regular siege tac- 
tics. Parties of sappers would steal 
out from the lines at night and silent- 
ly hulld new parapets- nearer tho 
llrlUsh lines. It was risky duty, but 
volunteera In plenty were found for 

tlio work. 

All Was Not Well. 
The night-of October 0, MaJ. Blljnh 
Favor, who had surveyed the ground, 
commnnded n redoubt building party. 
They stole quietly to within a qunrter 
oC a mile, of the British lines. A f cw 
men stood guard while the others 
worlced. No one was allowed to talk. 
The handles of all the tools were muf- 
fled so that, not the sllglitest sound 
would be made. They were so close 
that tlie call of the British sentries 
of "Twelve o'clock nnd all's well," 
came clearly to the ears of the Ameri- 
cans. Ilnd tlio British only known It, 
all was not well. 

\\nien morning came the British 
were astounded to see the fort that 
had risen during the night Major Favor 
bad done hLs work well. Ills earth- 
works had been completed and two 
cnnnoii mounted In them. As soon as 
the British saw this they began a 
furious bombardment, hut It was fu- 
tile. The American redoubt had been 
well hullt. 

Tho next night henvler guns were 
placed In the American works, nnd 
n few nights later tlw dnring Mnjor 
I'^avor hullt n lino of onrthworks so 
close to tho British redoubts thnt one 
could nlmost hurl a ball from ono to 
the other. 
October 12 the French and American 



were large earthen redoubts, defended 
by troops and artillery. Two columns 
wore organized among the French and 
American light Infantry. A column 
was to attack each redoubt. 

Col. Alexander nmnllton commnnd- 
ed tho Americans. lie had his meu llx 
bayonets nnd then led them quietly to 
the attack. They were almost nt 
the British dofonsos before a svn- 
try dlKtlntJulKhed their dim f"nns In 
the night. Tho alarm was given and 
flring began Inunedlntely. The Ameri- 
cans disdained to reply. They scrara- 
hled up the steep onrth walls and 
drove the gunners away with the bay 

ooct. 

CornwalllB la Desperate. 

Such courage was tuo much for tho 
Rrltlsb. Some ruu and others tlirow 
down their arms. 

The Frcncli met with n stlfCer recei>* 
tlon. For an hour and a half tho 
IlghUng went on In their redoubt. Then 
tho British capitulated. Thus, In one 
night, the allied anny had sealed 
CornwalUs securely In tlio trap.

Tbe night of October 10, General 
Washington sent for Governor Nelson 
and told him that he pinnnod to bom- 
bard the town ami show GoruwulUa 
how helpless resistance was. 
Brave Governor Nelson. 
"But." Washington added, "your 
home- may he destroyed In the flghf^ 
"Do not lot ihiit stand In the way/- 
Governor Nelson replied. "1 will (Iro 
tlie tirst ball.nt my house myself." 

The next "morning the brave fcov- 
crnor kept his word. He aimed and 
nrcd the llrst shot of a torrlllc cnnuon- 
ade that covered every part of tho 
British lines. 

Amid tbe uproar of the cannonade 
the Americans lieard the British drums 
benllng the parley. Soon a white ling 
came over tho ramparts and a Brit- 
ish onicer delivered a message from 
Lord CornwalUs asking for a 24-lioui' 
truce, during which time commission- 
ers would discuss surrender. 

Washington refused. In 2-1 houriu 
ho knew Clinton might send a lleot and 
moro troops and Cornwallla would es- 
cape. . lie gave tho British two hours. 
The commissioners met Immediately, 
and before the brief time liad passecS 
arrangements luul been made for tlie 
surrender of the British.

Kl Paso, Tex.— Oniclttl reports from 
General Pershing Include n graphic 
story of the Carrizal light, told by one 
of the eurvtvora of the troops of the 
Tenth cavalrv, which was araliushcd 
by Carranza troops. This survivor 
dt^clares that when the American col- 
uu^n renched Carrizal, Captain Hoyd 
asked poriiilsslon to enter the town-to 
search for haiidlts niul Umt General 
F^'llx Gomez sent hacic word, giving 
permbsslon to enter. 

The tnjoper's story of the subse- 
quent events follows: 

"Gomez himself rotle out to meet 
Captain Uoyd. Captain Boyd gave the 
word for the column to advance. We 
wore Just starting forward when we 
noticed Mexican troops pouring out 
from behind dlfTcrent kinds of sbelter 
—adobe houses nntf the like— and de- 
ploying to the right and loft. It was 
battle formullon. From tlie llrst glance 
we saw that Ihoy outnumbered us at 
least five to one. 

"Captain Boyd noticed their move- 
ment. To any soldier fhat sort of thing 
cr.n mean only tliat nn attnck is about 
to be made. I saw Captain Boyd mo- 
tion to the Mexicans and make some 
remark about It to Goinez. Gomez 
wheeled his mount around and sig- 
naled with his hands. Then he made 
a dash for his own lines. 

"At the samo time a couple of mn- 
chine guns, one at each end of the 
Mexican line, opened up on us. We 
were caught In our saddles lu easy 
range, and we wore good targets. I 
saw Captain Boyd fall. A moment 
later Captain Morey was wounded in 
the shoulder. 

"Lieutenant Adair gave us the order 
to dismount. We got out of our sad- 
dles in a hurry. Then he told us to 
throw ourselves on our faces and re- 
turn the tire. Someone got Gomez Just 
as he was reaclilng his line. Tlie next 
minute Lieutenant Adair was hit. 
Both ho and Captain Boyd are dead, I 
believe. 

Horses Going Down. 
"The machine guns were still going. 
1 could hear the bullets whizzing over 
us. Because of Lieutenant Adair's or- 
der we saved a lot 'of men. Bat the 
horses did not have the same luck. Tlio 
ijullels started to hit them, and they 
were going down as If their legs were 
suddenly cut out from under tliem. 

"The others, stung by the bullets and 
kicked by tlie dying Jiorses. begun to 
rear and plunge. The men In charge 
tried their best to hold them ,but they 
Iiroko away. Some of tlio men were 
killed trying to save their mounts. 

"When the horses got away wo were 
marooned. We fought back and pre- 
ventcri the Mexicans from advancing 
in fipltiof llielr advantage In numbers 
and tlu- machine guns. Wo began to 
fall ba.^k toward the hills jis well as 
we coinJ. 

"Wo recovered four horses and then 
the foi.r of us were sent here" to re- 
port. V/e left the rest of the troops In 
the lillJi. The retreat wns slow because 
of the wounded. The Mexicans kept 
Ilring. but were kept away by the ac- 
curate rilie lire of our men." 

Worey, Hero of Carrizal. 
San Antonio. Tex.— The story, of 
how Capt. Lewis S. Morey, commander 
of TroOii K. Tenth cavalry, severely 
woundei} In the Carrizal battle be- 
tween Anu>rican troopers and Cnr- 
ranza soldiers, escaped with four of 
his troopers and later forced his men 
to abandon hini on the desert in order 
that they might save themselves and 
carry his report of the fight to Gen- 
eral Pershing is told In olliclal (IIh- 
patehes received at army hoadfiuarters 
here. Tlie cold ofllclal reports add 
another f.tory of heroism to tlio many 
lliat have come from the scene of tlfe 
nnecpial battle in the Mexican desert. 
r,ater dispatches showed that Cap- 
tain Mon>y also managed later to re- 
turn to the American lines and Is safe. 
After the tide of battle had Inrned 
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by tldrst and long exposure, l>ut they 
made' their way two miles across the 
(Uwsert from their lildlng place beforo 
they were forced to stop. 

Captain Morey tlien realized he was 
hopelessly wounded and that ho was a 
handicap to the men. 

They appealed to him to allow them 
to take the cbuuco, but Morey was de- 
termined tliat his roport shoidd get to 
General Pershing at any cost and or- 
dered the troopers, ns their connnand- 
Ing olllcer, to go forward. Their mili- 
tary tralnliig forbade any other course, 
and they departed. 

Morey'B Report of FlQht. 
Here la the repqrt^f the buttle wrlt- 
the iiido in the ground: 

"Carrizal, Mex., June 21. 1010, 0:15 
a. m.— To Conuuandlug Onicor, OJo 
Foderlco : My troop reached OJo 
Kanto Domingo nt 5:30 p. m. Juno 20; 
ilet Troop O. uitder Caiitaln Boyd. 1 
came under Captain Boyd's comuinnd 
and nmrched jny troop in rear for Car- 
rizal ut 4:10 n. m. Beached open Held 
tO\SOUthoast of town at 0:30 a. m. 

"Captain Boyd sent In a note re- 
questing permission to pass througii 
the town.

We formed Troop C on the left 
In line of skirmlsher.s, one platoon of 
Troop K on right of line, and another 
Troop K platoon on extreme right, 
echeloned a little to the rear. 
Mexican* Fire First 
"When wo were within iWO yards 
the Mexicans opened lire, and a strong 
one. before we Ilrod a shot; then we 
opened up. They did not run, to nuike 
a long account short. After uliout an 
liour's lire. In wiileh both troops had 
advaacoil. Troop O to position of .Mex- 
ican machine gun and Troop K clos- 
ing la sUglUly to the left, wo were 
)iasy on the right keeping olt a flank 
attack. A group of Mexicans lefC 
town, went around our rear, and drove 
our led horses away at a gallop. 

"At about nine o'clock one platoon 
of Troop K. which was on our right, 
fell hack. Sergeant said he could not 
stnv there.

German U.Boat Caused the Loss of

Cartagena, Spidn, June 21. — The 
(lermnn subnairlne U-JJu, which ar- 
rived In this port on Tuestluy. sank 
the French liner Trovence In the .Medi- 
terranean a few monllis ago, with a 
loss of more than y.UUO lives, Coinnmn- 
der Arnault said before tho vessel de- 
parted. 

Besides tho Provence, CO other An- 
glo-French ships have been sunk by 
the U-',ib In the Mediterranean, mem- 
bers of the crew said. 

Madrid, via Paris, June 24. — Tho

Wednesday at Cartagena. The odleers 
(Usoinbarked and left for Madrbl with 
a conlldeailal' letter to King Al- 
fonso. 

The Fccrotnry of tho German em- 
bassy at Madrid left Immediately for 
Cartagena to receive an autograph let- 
ter from the German emperor to King 
Alfonso, supposed to be thanks for a 
reception given Interned Germans from 
Kamernn.

Two thousand nmre prisoners hnve 
been adder! to the 175.000 already 
taken by the great Russian- ofTensivc, 
and a vast amount of loot lais been 
taken. The' last of General Pllnnzer'a 
straggling army b^s been drivert into 
the Carpathians on' tho south or 
thrown back upon their Gorman allliis 
along the Oallclan bord*^r. 

The ofllclal rcptM^ from Petrograd 
announces the Russian occupation of 
tb villages of Klllkhof and TouioUIiof. 
west of Snitatyn. which, with tlie cajv 
ture of KImpolung, Kuty and VIschnltz 
In the past two days completes the oc- 
cupation of tjic territory. 

The olUcla] report from Pctrograd 
on Kuntlay says: 

"West of Snitatyn wo occupied the 
villages of Kllikhof and Toulokhof. On 
Friday KImpolung was taken after in- 
tense ngliting, GO olUccrs, 2.000 men 
and seven nuichlne guns l)elng cap- 
tured. At tho railway station .whole 
trains were captured. 

"With tho cnpiure of Klaipalung, 
Kuty and Visclmitz we possess the 
whole of Bukowlna. 

"During the retirement In the region 
of Izhany station, north of Snllava, the 
enemy left SS empty wagons. 17 wagon 
loads of maize, 2.n00 tons of anthracite 
coal and considerable structural ma- 
terial, besides a great amount of fod- 
der as booty." 

In the north the Russian drive la 
still meeting with more serious dlMlcul- 
tlos.

This was the great and glorious accomplishment of this stanch 
ship, which successfully battled wltb Ice, leading the companion ship, tho 
r.ear. In this quest, while a third ship, the Alert, found the way barred to her 
utmost endeavors. '

her commander, then Commander Wlnlleld Scott Schley, afterward the hero 
of Santiago, and the other naval ofilcers and men who accompanied him In 
this Greely relief expedition.
